A CRY OF ALARM. 

LONDON, Oct. 15. — The St. James 
Gazette to-day refers to the Washing- 
ton Congress of American Republics, 
nnd sounds a cry of alarm to arouse the 
British government from its lethargy 
at the threat to Iliitish interests in- 
volved in the congress. It behooves 
England, says tho Gazette, to protect 
her interests in South America, as it 
would he suicidal to (juicily allow the 
South American nations to form a close 
commercial union with the United 
States. .Such a union could only result, 
in the exclusion of British manufactures 
to a very great extent from the markets 
which they now enjoy. 

BOMI THROWING. 

A li 1) was thrown into the police 

quarters in Tipporary by some unknown 
persons. The missile fell in the midst 
of a squad of constables, but its explo- 
sion was delayed long enough to enable 
till to escape uninjured. A magistrate 
held an investigation at once into the 
outrage, but as the only witness of the 
throwing of the missile whom the police 
could find was a clergyman, who posi- 
tively refused to give evidence, the in- 
vestigation had to bo adjourned wit hout 
arriving at any conclusion. The clergy- 
man was committed to jail. 

RETURNING TO ST. FETEItSBC R.G. 

The Czar and his sou, Grand Duke 
George, left Ludwiglust at six- this eve- 
ning by special I rain for Duntzig, where 
they will he joined by the Czarina early 
to-morrow morning. From that point 
they go direct to St. Petersburg hy rail, 
lent TUB KAISEIt'a RECEPTION'. 

Arrangements at Constantinople for 
the reception anil entertainment of Em- 
peror William of Germany have already 
been begun, and promise to be on a 
scale of magnificence not equalled at tho 
Turkish capital in many years. Nov- 
ember 2nd is the day fixed for the Em- 
peror's arrival. He will have a grand 
military reception, and will dine with 
the Sultan. On the 3rd he will attend 
a reception in his honor given by the 
German colony in Constantinople, after 
which he will he taken oil an excursion 
through the Bosphortis, and on Ins re- 
turn will dine at the German embassy, 
N T ext day will be taken up with a review 
of 60,000 troops. 

WIDENING LONDON STREETS. 

London, Oct. IS.— Groat real estate 
owners, like the Duke of Westminster, 
are apparently opposing with all the 
means in their power the improvements 
involving the sequestration of ground in 
the heart, of the city for the widening of 
some of the streets nnd the piercing of 
new thoroughfares I" relieve the con- 
gested state of some of the main avenues 
of traffic, An outlet from the Strand to 
Holborn streets will involve the d-imo- 
li tint i of a line of buildings, not very or- 
namental to be sure, but yielding large 
rentals, and the owners ore frantic with 
indignation at what they do not hes tate 
to call robbery. The amount of com- 
pensation in such cases is always unsat- 
isfactory, and it is certain that the 
scheme for sheet improvements will 
bring upon the heads oi the council a 
perfect avalanche of law suits. Visitors 
to London, as well as residents, will 
hail with joy the widening of the streets,

ALBERNl'S NEEDS. 

The Premier Visits the Settler* to Enquire 
Into their Wants— A Hearty 
Reception. 

According to announcement in those 
columns last week, tho Hon. Mr. Rob- 
son (accompanied hy Mrs. Robson) pro- 
ceeded to Alberni by the steamer Bos- 
cowitz, sailing from this port on Friday 
evening. Although arriving at the bead 
of Barclay Sound at "i-'M p.m. on Satur- 
day, the steamer, owing to tidal con- 
ditions, was unable to reach the landing 
(some two miles up the river Sumac) 
till noon on the following day. The 
Premier, however, went ashore in a 
canoe on Saturday night, and attended 
divine service in the settlement on the 
Sabbath 

To a representative of this paper, who 
waited upon him after his return yes- 
terday, Mr. Robson was kind enough to 
communicate the following: — 

This was my first visit to the settle- 
ment. The time at my disposal was quite 
too limited to enable one to form any con- 
clusions from personal observation as to 
the present condition and future of Al- 
berni; but it seems to me that no think- 
ing person can sail up that wondrous 
natural canal without being impressed 
with. 

the great advantages 

possessed by the place, aud the import- 
ant part it may yet play in shaping the 
maritime interests of the country. Just 
where the warm Asiatic stream strikes 
our shore, here is a capacious-mouthed 
canal, inviting to good shelter and sufo 
anchorage the commerce of the broad 
Pacific, and conducting the laigest* ship 
with perfect freedom to the very heart 
of Vancouver Island. But a common 
mistake seems to me to have been made 
in the matter of locating the wharf and 
townsite for the settlement. Instead of 
having it upon the shore of the niagni- 
ficaut canal, it is located on the loft 
bunk of the river Sumas, some two 
miles, by water, from its mouth. The 
consequence is that steamers of the 
class of the Boscowitz must await 
a favorable stage of tide in 
order to ascend or descend 
the river, thereby being subject to de- 
tention of from twelve to twenty-four 
hours from this cause alone. This diffi- 
culty can, however, be easily overcome 
by oxtendiug the road to the canal and 
erecting a w harf, a work of small magni- 
tude compared with the advantages it 
would confer. 

Turning to the settlement of the pres- 
ent, one cannot help experiencing steel- 
ing of disappointment when one con- 
siders its age, 

ITS NATURAL IMrORTANOE, 
and the fertility of its — for the most 
part— easily cleared and easily tilled 
soil ; and yet one ceases to wonder when 
one comes to fully understand the isola- 
tion of the settlement and tho many dif- 
ficulties that have contributed to retard 
its progress. I believe, however, the 
settlement has passeil through its most 
trying stages, and has now u hopeful 
future. 

Instead of attempting to visit the set- 
tlers at their homes, for which I had 
not time, a public meeting was con- 
vened at the school house on Monday. 
It was very largely attended, was pre- 
sided over by George A. Huff, Esq., J. 
P., and was addressed at some length 
by myself, a number of the settlers 
afterwards stating their grievances and 
views upon various subjects. With a 
remarkable degree of unanimity the 
chief needs of the settlement were re- 
duced to the form of resolutions and 
adopted. These were— A bridge over 
Sumas river, extension of the trunk 
road to Coinox, on the one hand, and to 
Deepwater on the other; the delineation 
of t he western boundary of the island 
railway belt, and the securing of

between this city and the settlement. 
It seemed to be the general conviction 
that with these desiderata, the settle- 
ment would speedily enter upon a pros- 
perous career, and I am inclined to a 
great extent to coincide, provided the 
settlers will arise in right good 
earnest and devote themselves enthusi- 
astically to the cultivation of their un- 
doubtedly fertile acres, und stop the 
wealth of that lnugnilicant valley being 
drained out of it in payment for so 
many articles of food that they them- 
selves could and should produce. It 
may surprise you to be told that upon 
the very steamer which carried mo up 
were bacon from Chicago and chicken 
feed from Oregon, together with many 
other articles, for the cultivation ot 
which the valley is eminently fitted. 
To explain the condition in a word, I 

Curtook of a sumptuous meal at the 
otel at the landing, and the only nrti- 
cle of home production on the table was 
potatoes! To expect any settlement 
to become wealthy and prosperous under 
such conditions seems to me to ho 
absurd. It 18, perhaps, only fair to 
state that Alberni is not the only agri- 
cultural settlement in the province 
where this undesirable state of affairs 
exists, to a greater or less extent. Hut 
I am glad to think that a brighter day 
is dawning, not only for Alberni, but 
for other struggling settlements, Re- 
turning, we sailed for home on Monday 
at 2p.m., arriving here in about twenty- 
four hours, including four hours for 
stoppages; but, strange to say, the 
steamer did not carry a pound of agri- 
cultural produce from Alberni !

Berlin, Oct. 13.— The Czar and his 
son drove to Charlottenburg this morn- 
ing and placed wreaths of laurel and 
white roses upon the tomb of the late 
Emperor William. Emperor William 
arrived at the embassy at noon, when 
he and the Czar drove in state with an 
imposing suite to the quarters of the 
Alexander regiment, where they were 
entertained at luncheon by the officers. 
At 2:30 p. in. both sovereigns returned 
to the Russian embassy. Immediately 
afterwards Emperor William drove to 
the castle. The Czar followed him at 
3:l. r > p. m. and bade farewell to the Em- 
press. Thence he drove directly for tho 
railway station. Here there was a bril- 
liant assemblage.

Rome, Oct. 15. — At a banquet given 
in bis honor at Palermo, last evening, 
Signor Crispi, premier of Italy, deliver- 
ed one of the most powerful speeches to 
which he has given utterance during his 
political career, and clearly outlined the 
unswerving policy of the government 
with regard to the Vatican. He de- 
clared it to be imperatively necessary to 
combat all persons and principles seek- 
ing to undermine Italy. Rome bad ex- 
isted long before Papacy had wielded 
its temporary power, and would con- 
tinue to exist without it. King Humbert's 
declaration that. Rome is part of Italy is 
as just us the principal that the 
law that forms part of the mod- 
ern world, is unassailable. The 
Pope, he asserted, possessed perfect re- 
ligious liberty, and was only restricted, 
and loss harshly so than in other Catho- 
lic countries, from encroaching upon 
the sphere of national right, which is 
the right of reason. "Let the church, 
now free," he exclaimed, "not endeavor 
to frighten Prometheus with tho thun- 
der bolts of heaven. Our taste is to 
light in the cause of reason." Referring 
to anarchy, the premier said it was 
inueli easier to combat. He appealed 
to those advanced but reasonable ideas 
to separate themselves from the creators 
of disorder who were pretending to re- 
present the ideas of Mnzzlni and Qari- 
buldi.

BERLIN, Oct. 15. — The Czar, the 
Grand Duke Vladimir, and the Grand 
Duke George took part in a limit on the 
estate of the (fraud Duke of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwein at Ludwlg-shest this 
morning, A number of rod deer were 
shot by the imperial visitors.

A BOLD CONSPIRACY. 

Attempt to Bribe the Jury In the Cronlu 
. Vase. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 14. — One of the bold- 
est, most corrupt and infamous plots 
ever brought to the notice of the public 
was outlined by States Attorney Longe 
necker's right hand man, Mills, this af 
ternoon. The conspiracy not only in- 
cludes county officials, but outsiders of 
high standing, and several arrests have 
already been made, but more will follow 
before the sun sets this evening. Not 
content with the bribery of men, an at- 
tempt lias been made to drag even ig 
noraut women into the plot, and thus 
gain the end which the friends of the 
defense have been working on for the 
last live months. 

The plot, as disclosed by Mills, was 
that one of the jurymen had been ap- 
proached by the bailiff of the court and 
offered $5,000 if he would stick out for 
an acquittal of the prisoners. If the 
juryman accepted, his wife was to wear 
a certain colored dress on the day of the 
trial, when the money would he handed 
to her. The juryman indignantly de- 
clined thu offered bribe, and acquainted 
his employers (E. V. Page & Co., oil 
merchants), who in turn laid the facts 
before the state attorney. 

The attorneys for the prosecution, to- 
gether with Cliief Hubbard and others, 
nt once went to work oil the case and 
have disclosed one of the most deliberate 
attempts to corrupt a jury and to defeat 
the law of Illinois which has yet come 
to public attention. 

" We have had confessions here this 
very day," said Mills at a subsequent 
interview this afternoon. "These con- 
fessions are from six to ten in number. 
They are absolute, giving us tho whole 
miserable conspiracy. They reveal the 

most d able organization against the 

jurisprudence of this country that will 
startle the continent when it is thorough- 
ly known; a conspiracy of ramifications 
of audacity; a conspiracy involving 
those whose names will be a surprise to 
the country. It is no exaggeration 
when 1 say that you cannot magnify tho 

d able outrage of this conspiracy.

Threatens to Resume His Fiend- 
ish Work on Oct. 18th. 



He Writes a Letter to the Secretary of 
the Whitechapel Vigilance 
Committee. 



London, Oct. 13. — The secretary of 
the Whitechapel vigilance committee 
has received a letter signed "Jack the 
Ripper," which reads as follows: 

"Whitechapel, Oct. !), 1889.— Dear 

Ross: I write you these few lines to let 
you know, us you are the boss of this 
vigilance committee, that the last job 
was not me. You might have known 
it was not me, for I would not have 
made such a botch of it. Never mind, 
young man, you can keep your camps 
open for the 18th of October. I am on 
the job aguin. There is no blood knock- 
ing about or I would let you see some. 
Never mind; look out, old man. Vou 
are a brave sort. You thought you had 
me once. Yours in haste, 

"Jack the Riiter." 

The letter has been placed in the 
hands of the police. 

The letter is in the same handwriting 
as the former ones received by the gov- 
ernor of the police. The authorities 
have not the slightest clue so far as to 
the mysterious assassin. The receipt of 
this letter has thrown them into excite- 
ment. It is confidently believed that 
by October 18, the dute set by the as- 
sassin for iiis re-appearance, that an- 
other of his victims will be found. Ex- 
tru precautions are being taken to catch 
him.

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DRAWING - ROOM SOCIOLOGY 

It is said that In Shatters relating to 
the pleasures and advantages of "Socie- 
ty" the saying that "Distance leiuls en- 
chantment to the view" is peculiarly ap- 
plicable. To the envious outsider "So- 
ciety" has the appearance of a fairy 
land, where everything in supremely 
beautiful and whore everybody is ex 
quisitely happy, Bjit for the person 
born in society, for one of tho favored 
four hundred, "Society" often has but 
few charms. The wise say that lo him 
or her it soon begins to appear empty 
and frivolous, and they are forced to say 
that it also ia "vanity and vexation ot 
spirit." There may be n suspicion that 
those who talk in this way are merely 
crying " sour grapes. " They are decry 
ing what they would give everything 
they hold most valuable to obtain, that 
they speak slightingly of the joys of so 
ciety because they, after repeated trials 
and successive humiliations, have not 
been able to gain admittance to die 
charmed circle. There are some, 
doubt, who belittle what is beyond their 
reach, but there are others who know 
by experience what "Society 
ly is— who have tasted its pleasures 
and who have enjoyed long ami un- 
restricted intercourse with its members. 
Such persons are surely fitted to give 
the outside world a true estimate of its 
worth. One of these, Bishop Hunting 
ton, lias written a paper on drawing- 
room sociology, which appears in the 
last number of the Forum. It is just 
possible that the gentleman, being a 
clergyman, does not write of the joys 
of uppertendum sympathetically, but it 
cannot be said that he does not write 
understandingly. He, being u man of 
sense and reflection, may take too earn- 
est a view of life and its duties to do 
full justice to the joys ol a "reception," 
the pleasures of an "assembly," or tlio 
delights of an "afternoon tea." There 
may be some who really believe that the 
privilege of attending these and other 
society recreations and assemblages con- 
stitutes the very summit of human hap- 
piness. Such butterflies as these will 
look upon the caustic clergyman with 
pity mixed with mild indignation, but 
his criticisms may help to make those 
who are excluded by ten thousand cir- 
cumstances, great and small, from 
social intercourse with the upper ten 
more contented with their humble lot in 
life, and leas envious of their more 
favored fellow mortals. The good 
Bishop says : 

"Is it not a little too bad, in n time 
when there is so much fact to be learned, 
mo much work to be done and done bet- 
tor than it is, so much wrong to be 
righted, so many burdens wait to be 
eased, so many noble enterprises to be 
set forward, that ladies and gentlemen 
of faculty and information should array 
themselves sumptuously, and go to meet 
each other again and again, and stay to- 
gether for hours, only to look at a spec- 
tacle that is without significance and 
hear sounds withoutsenee ; to see unreal 
manners and hear commonplace: speech ; 
to exchange greetings with the dearest 
friends only on a crowded Htairease, as 
the two processions up and down meet 
and puss, or in a "crush" where the 
liveliest feeling is a fear of damaging a 
fabrlo or being mortified by a mistake; 
to cat and drink what could he eaten 
and drunk- with fur more comfort and 
safer digestion at home ) to say what 
one only half feels, to persons whom 
one does not half like, on a subject that 
one does nut half understand ; to pick a 
way between frivolity and falsehood or 
wade through a muddy mixture of both : 
to cover disgust with a smile, inward 
protest with spoken assent, oi weariness 
with a jest; and then to go away at an 
unhealthy hour with nothing to remem- 
ber but a babble, a whirl, n jam and n 
secret self-contempt?" 

Miss Jones, Mr. Brown, and M ins

It may be cruel in Bishop Huntington 
to remind people of tho hollowness 
of the compliments and civilities that 
are current in the most exclusive circle 
of polite society. T hero are still some 
people in the world who set a value 
upon sincerity and who feel the worth 
of genuine kindness and unaffected cor- 
diality. These people would not feel at 
home in such society as the Bishop de- 
scribes. But it must not be for a mo- 
ment thought that all the people who 
form the upper classes in any country 
are frivolous and hypocritical. There 
are among them good and earnest men 
and women, who are plain in their 
speech and unaffected In their manners 
—men and women who use the advan- 
tages of their wealth und their 
position to benefit those by whom 
they are immediately surrounded and 
to do good to the world generally. Such 
men and women are among the most ac 
the promoters of every cause that has 
for its object the bettering of tho condi 
tion of their fellow creatures, oven those 
who are looked upon as the most de 
graded. It is unjust as well as stupid 
to Het down all who are rich and who 
occupy high positions in society 
proud and selfish, or to suppose that 
they are in any respect less virtuous and 
le.is earnest than those who move in the 
humbler walks of life. It is of the "gay 
world" that Bishop Huntington speaks, 
those who form what is called "society" 
in a very restricted sense. It is those 
with whom amusement may be consid- 
ered the business of their lives, and who 
look upon their own really low ai.d alto- 
gether artificial standard as the true 
measure of social worth, that the Bishop 
speaks. His is no wholesale uiidiscrini 
inating denunciation. 

AN OBJECT LESSON. 

I'eoplo are talking in England about 
the lessons that the naval manoeuvres 
are calculated to toach. Several naval 
und military authorities have written 
letters to the Times about them and 
the Thunderor itself has fulminated on 
the subject. It would appear that as a 
big object lesson the mam en vies are 
not exactly satisfactory. In the 
first place the manoeuvres were 
game und not war. In the game things 
were done and left undone that would 
not have been in actual warfare. Then 
the decisions, according to the rules of 
the game, would not correspond with 
the results if the guns had 
been shotted and the ships 
had been righting in earnest. This 
can be easily understood, even by 
those who have very little knowledge of 
the cost of war. A real light must be 
very different in its progress and in its 
results from a sham tight. Men who 
stand their ground with the utmost 
steadiness when they know that the guns 
pointed at them ure loaded with blank 
cartridge might act very differently in- 
deed if those guns were loaded with pow- 
der und ball. Orders that are clearly 
understood and carried out to the letter 
In a sham light might not be so readily 
comprehended amid the din and excite- 
ment of a real battle, and a hundred 
things might happen to prevent their 
being obeyed with anything like 
exactitude. All seem agreed thut the 
results of an actual invasion would have 
been very different from those pro- 
claimed by the umpires. 

But the manoeuvres were a good test 
»f the capabilities of the ships in some 
ways. It was found that as regards 
speed none of the ships did what was 
expected of them. The steamships were 
shown to have no staying power. They 
did very well for a spurt, but all except 
two or three failed when any extraordi- 
nary strain was put upon them. "The 
whip and the spur," says one of the 
Times' correspondents, "in moderation 
increased the pace, but when the pace 
was good, and when whip ami spur 
were applied to make it very good, the 
steam horse not Infrequently put back 
its ears and reared." Admiral Mayno 
says that the British warships must be 
made longer, and that they must h 
plied with better machinery. The 
boilers, particularly, must be improved. 
"A ship, like a human being," he says, 
"to work well and continuously must 
have strong lunga and a capacious chest 
to contain them, . . . In the first 
place we must have larger boilers, 
those with larger tubes, so that they can 
be kept comparatively clean when under 
steam, und not be liublo to continued 
choking, which moans, of course, inabil- 
ity to maintain speed." It is surprising 
to hear of these defects in the machinery 
of British war vessels. It is generally sup- 
posed that the beBt marine engines in 
the world aro made in Great Britain, 
md it ia natural to suppose that tho en- 
gines supplied to her men-of-war would 
lave been the very best made in the 
country. 

Another lesson learned from the ma- 
noeuvres is that the variety of guns with 
which tho navy is supplied is too great. 
There ure too many guns of different 
kinds, and it lias been found exceeding- 
ly dillicult to supply them ull with tho 
right kind of ammunition. It ia evi- 
dent from what Admiral Mayne and 
other officers write thut the British 
navy is not by any moans perfect, that 
there is much room for Improvement, 
and thut tho Improvements needed 
should be made without delta One 
thing the mnntouvres did not apparently 
prove wus the Impossibility of success- 
fully invading Oreut Britain. 



Orii FORGFTFUL NEIGHBORS. 

We have been reminded by a friend 
that when the Fenians were powerful 
and whon they made the United States 
the basts of their operations uguinst 
Canada the American journalists had 
not nearly such strict notions about the 
duties and amenities of good neighbor- 
hood as they have now. With no other 
ground than a mere unauthenticated 
rumor that, Great Britain intends to use 
icr influence with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment to have the Chinese Restriction 
Act repealed, they complain and grum- 
ble and even threaten. Thoy, in effect, 
tell Canadians that if they permit un- 
restricted immigration of Chinese it will 
not be good for them, that thoy will, in 
some way which they do not designate, 
not per. nit them to exercise their own 
undoubted rights in a way which thoy 
consider is to the detriment of the 
United States. What right, we should 
like to know, have our neighbors to 
adopt this tone 'i The Chinese do not 
intend to invade the United States. 
They do not raise a fund to purchase 
arms and deadly explosives. They do 
not assemble at night to drill. Thoy do 
not plot against the government of the 
United States. Thoy have no organi- 
zations t" find means to kill United 
States public men, and to destroy life 
and property within tho territory of the 
republic. All these things the Fenians 
did on United States territory 
without let or hindrance. Ameri- 
can politicians and journalists then 
laughed at the protests and remon- 
strances of British journalists. Hut 
now, when there is some wild talk about 
repealing the Restriction Act, they 
bluster and swagger as if they possessed 
any sort of right to dictate to Great 
Britain and Canada what policy they 
should pursue with respect to the ud- 
missioii of tho Chinese into this country. 
We do not believe that any change of 
policy is intended, but if tho change our 
neighbors apprehend were carried out 
they should be the last people in the 
world to complain. They should re- 
member how they acted when Fenian 
conspiracies were hatched in their own 
country and when preparations for a 
Fenian invasion of Canada were openly 
made under the very noses of the United 
States authorities, and say nothing about 
the claims of good neighborhood. Our 
neighbors have a trick of crying out be- 
fore they are hurt, and they have no 
hesitation of doing unto others as they 
would not that others should do unto 
them.

EDITORIA L COMMENTS. 

We find that we are not alone in < 
opinion that the nationalization of land 
on Henry George's plan is robbery. 
Mr. Gladstone, speaking at Hawardcn, 
said : — 

"1 will tell you what I think aboutit. 
I declare to you that 1 think the nation- 
alization of the bind, if it means the 
simple plunder of the proprietors and 
sending them to the workhouse, that. 1 
consider, is robbery. I think nationaliza- 
tion of the land, with compensation, 
far as I can understand it, would be 
folly, because the State is not qualified 
to exercise the functions of a landlord." 

Mr. Gladstone is not given to speak 
ing unadvisedly or on insufficient in 
formation. 

Tub Government of Victoria is be 
coining more and more protectionist 
It is protecting itself not only against 
the foreign producer but against its fel 
low colonists in Australia. Every in- 
dustry in the colony ia demanding high 
protection. The farmers demand a duty 
of four cents a dozen on eggs hitherto 
imported free from South Australia 
They ulso require the Government t 
impose a heavy duty on green and 
preserved fruits from Tasmania 
Although fish are scarce in Mel 
bourne the fishermen have np 
plied for a duty of four cents a pound 
on all imported fish, fresh, smoked and 
salted. This is to exclude fish from the 
neighboring colony of New Zealand. 
Every industry in the colony is calling 
for more protection, the duties ranging 
from 35 to 100 per cent. The Govern- 
ment, it is said, will be obliged to accede 
to all these demands, though many of 
them appear to be very unreasonable, for 
having granted high protection to 
some Victorian industries they will 
find it difficult to deny it to any of the 
others. This appears to be like running 
protection into the ground. It will bo 
interesting to see how this policy of ex- 
treme protection against its Australian 
neighbors will work in Victoria.

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BATTLE WITH A SHARK 

The Huge Monster Killed After an Excit- 
ing Struggle— It Measured Twelve 
Feet In Length, 

The following Account of tlio capture 
of a huge shark in Ksquimult httxbor, is 
contributed hy Mr. Potts, of Constance 
Cove, Esqulnmlfc : About 5 o'clock on 
Friday morning I noticed that my ducks 
did not take to the water as usual, ami 
looking to lind the pause I saw a lurge 
fish swimming in the cove, close to the 
rocks. I ran down to tho water's edge, 
but the monster took the alarm at my 
approach Mid swam out into the bay. 
About 10 o'clock the fish returned, and 
1 then saw it was a big shark. I stood 
on the edge of n lighter, and us the fish 
swam lip alongside, I threw au axe ut 
it. The weapon struck it in the buck 
and inflicted a deep cut. The puin 
of the wound caused the shark 
to spring almost; out of tho water. It 
splashed and struggled, and in its blind 
fury dashed onto the beach. Icallodtomy 
wife to bring another axe, and run round 
to where the huge fish was struggling 
Before 1 could reach the spot, however, 
armed with another axe, the shark had 
got afloat again. I waded into the wa- 
ter, when the mounter ounio straight at 
me, turning over on its back ready to 
seize ine. J watched my opportunity, 
and as the fish came near enough, 1 
drove tho edge of the axe with my whole 
force into its head. This second blow 
caused the brute to retire in haste, and it 
swam out into the bay again, but soon 
returned, evidently with the intention 
of having another try at me. I hud 
wailed into the water waist-deep, and 
planted firmly upon aflat rock, 1 await- 
ed its approach. As the shark came 
near I again threw the axo, and again 
was lucky enough to inflict ti deep 
wound, this time in its side. Instead of 
retreating this time, the monster turned 
over, opened its jaws, ami came right 
for me. My wife had promptly supplied 
me with a third axe, and as the shark 
swain close up, 1 dealt blow after blow 
on its head, the keen blade sinking into 
the hone at every stroke. I sprang 
ashore, caught up a long boat hook, ami 
getting a good hold on the shark, with 
my wife's assistance, I got the fish upon 
the beach, where I put an end to its 
life. After it was dead we measured it, 
and found it to be 12 feet long and 2 
feet (i inches across the middle, The 
body remained on the beach for several 
days, and was viewed by crowds of 
people. On opening it yesterday mom- 
lug I found several salmon, a large fish- 
hook and several stones in the stomach.
